JAP OBJECT! 


Flank Movement Now in Pro- 


gress, is the Way Kuropat- 


kin Figures It Oat. 


LARGE FORCE REPORTED 


TO HAVE LEFT LIAOYANG 


Would Compel the Evacuation of 


Sinaiatsia—Constant Reinforce- 


ments Arriving for Oyama's 


Tour Armies. 


A dispatch from General Kuropatkin 


today gives further assurance that the 
Japanese movement now in progress has 
for one of its objects the twrning of the 
Russian left. He says a large force of 
Japanese is advancing from Liaoyang by 
way of Taichc, Sharp skirmish fighting 
is of daily occurrence, an outpost affair 
at Inpu resulting in many casualties. A 
dispatch from Mukden says doubts are 
beginnipg to be felt a-3 to tho possibility 
of a winter campaign. 


ST. PETERSBURG, 
Sept. 2G.—Gen. 


SakarofT, in a dispatch dated yeste&ay, 
telegraphs that the Japanese advance 
guard during the last few days attempt- 
ed to occupy Kaotou pass, commanding 
tho road to Fushun, but were repulsed 
by a detachment of the Russian advance 
guard. 


On tho south front all is quiet, though 


Bhots arc exchanged daily and skirmish- 
es occur between the advance posts. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 20,—A dis- 


patch has been received from General 
Kuropatkin announcing that the Japan- 
ese are preparing an extensive turning 
movement east of Mukden. A large 
•force is advancing from Liftoyang by 
•way of. Taiche, to Sianchan. Skirmishes 
havo occurred in tho valley of the Hun 
river, and at Inpu, 
between Bentsia- 


putzo and the railroad. Thero were 
many casualties at Inpu, 


* MUKDEN, Saturday, Sept. 24, (Delay- 
ed in transmission).—The Japanese do 
not appear to be moring but it is believ- 
ed that they will begin a general ad- 
vance within a day or two. They arc 
continually 
receiving 
reinforcements. 


Kussian scouts who penetrated by Berit- 
siaputze saw largo encampments of Jap- 
anese and a strong column is reported 
to bo forming northwest of Liaoyang. 
!A thousand Japanese are daily crossing 
tho Taitse river over three bridges which 
have been built above the railroad, 


Doubts arc beginning to be felt as to 


•whether it will be possible to continue 
tho campaign through the winter, which 
begins in November. The Chinese have 
been unable to harvest their crops and 
there probably will be much distress, as 
it is very difficult to bring up stores 
Jrom China for the native population. 


WAITING TO FILL RANKS 


Oyama 
Receiving 
Reinforce- 


ments Daily-The Japanese 


Plan oi Advance. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 2G, 5 p. ro. 


<—The cause of the extreme deliberation 
in the Japanese advance on Mukden was 
explained by a dispatch received from 
General Kuropatkin 
this afternoon, 


which indicates that Field Marshal Oya- 
ma has not yet concentrated his forces. 
Fresh troops arc constantly arriving at 
JJontsiftputze, while others which recent- 
ly reached Liaoyang are marching up 
the Taitso river to Sianchan. These re- 
inforcements presumably come from Jap- 
an. As soon as the fourth Japanese 
ormy at Sianchan is sufficiently strong, 
it is now evident, the Japanese intend to 
rcsurt to their favorite flanking tactics, 
move a formidable array against Kuro- 
patkin's left and compel the evacuation 
of Sintsintin. They are evidently rccon- 
noitering tho ground over which the 
Sianchan array will march up and cross 
tho river. Meanwhile General Kuroki 
is trying to seize and cross tho Hun riv- 
er far caot of Mukden. Thence he will 
move down the river .and co-operate with 
the fourth army from Sianchau while 
generals Oku and Nodzu engage Euro- 
patkin's attention south of Mukden. Tho 
attacks on Dn pass on Sanlungku Sept. 
20, were the first symptoms of this vast 
flunking movement. 


KuropatkiT. now reports that Japan- 


one scouts have been encountered ni-ur 
Ilie Hun river, half way to Mukden, try- 
ing to seize Kaotou pass, ten 
miles 


northeast of Bcntsiaputzc, in order to 
clear the way to Fushun, and tutit Oku's 
And Nodzu's outposts-have been engaged 


in skirmishing with Cossacks near Inpu, 
between Bentsiaputzo and the railroad. 


CZAR TO BID FAREWELL.. 


After reviewing the troops at Odessa 


the emperor will go to Kishineff and bid 
farewell to the .Fourteenth division, fa- 
mous for .its passage of the Danube un- 
der General Dragomiroff. Tho latter 
probably will attend the ceremony. 


•Gen. Dragomiroff is greatly enfeebled 


in health which may render impossible 
his going to the far east as chief of staff 
of Grand Duko Nicholas. 


JAPS TAKE MORE FORTS 


Capture Nine Positions About 


Port Arthur Alter Some 


Desperate Fighting. 


CHEFOO, Sept. 26,—As a result of the 


battle before Port Arthur, which began 
on Sept. 10, the Japanese 
succeeded in 


capturing three new and important Rus- 
sian positions, together with six small, 
but annoying forts lying .between Shus- 
hiycn and Rihlung mountains, and today 
the Russian tenure of the big .forts 
"uarding the north, northeast and north- 
west sides of the town is seriously 
threatened. Chinese information places 
the Japanese losses under 3,000 for the 
three days of the fighting, and this com- 
paratively small casualty list is due to 
the excessive care used by the Japanese 
5n making their preparations for the ad- 
vance. Russian sources, however, claim 
to have information that the Japanese 
losses were unusually severe, amounting 
to fully three times the number men- 
tioned above. 


Possibly the most important 
capture 


during the three days' fighting was that 
of Fort Kuropatkin, which, while of mi- 
nor value with regard to preventing the 
entrance into tho town of the Japanese, 
had been construed for the purpose of 
protecting the source of the garrison's 
water supply. The control of this water 
supply is now in the hands of the Japa- 
nese. 


In an assault upon another supplemen- 


tary fort to tho west ol the fort on Itz 
mountain, and regarded as highly impor- 
tant because of its bearing on the Itz 
and Anshu mountain,forts, the Japanese 
wore met with 'a stubborn resistance. 
They were exposed to the^firc.pf machine 
guns and rifles as they made frantic ef- 
forts to roach the crest of the slope. They 
leaped over trenches and embankments 
and tore down the entanglements in their 
path until at length they cnterd the fort. 


FOUGHT HAND TO HAND. 


The Russian troops there refused to de- 


sert their position, even in the fncc of 
the superior numbers which confronted 
them, and desperate hand to hand fight- 
ing occurred inside the fort. Eventually 
almost the entire Russian garrison was 
either killed or wounded. 


DEATH LIST REACHES 58 


Number of Injured Placed at 162 


—Knoxville in Mourning for 


Wreck Victims. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 20,—This 


was a day of mourning in Knoxville, 
nine funerals of people killed in 
the 


Southern Railroad, wreck near Newmar- 
ket being held. The death list complet- 
ed today by Southern Railway officials, 
aggregates fifty-eight killed. The num 
bor of injured is placed at 162. Several 
officers of the road are investigating the 
cause of the wreck. The wreckage has 
been cleared away and trains are again 
running.

VAST FORCE TO BE 


PLftCEO| FIELD 


Czar Raises Second Immense 


Army to Crush the Japanese 


at Any Cost. 


GEN. GltfPPENBERG NOW 


EQUAL TO KUROPATKIN 


Duke Nicholas Michaolovitcb. 


to be Commander in Chief—He 


Slay Favor a Winter 


Campaign. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 20, 2:30 a. 


m.—Emperor Nicholas in an imperial re- 
script announces that General Kuropat- 
kin is to be superseded as actual com- 
mander in chief of the Russian troops in 
Manchuria and that another great army • 
is to be sent to the scene of war at once. 
Kuropatkin is to remain commander of 
the troops now in the orient, but Gener- 
al Grippcnberg is to command the new 
army and have equal authority with 
Kuropatkin. Over both these generals 
there will be a commander in chief, prob- 
ably , Grand Duke1' Nicholas Michaelo-. 
vitch. 


The emperor in his rescript announc- 


ing the reorganization of his own army, 
praises the warlike qualities of the Jap- 
anese, but lets it be known he has no 
intention ol being induced to end the 
war. Ho expects to have from 600,000 
to 800,000 soldiers in the field. 


TO DRAIN ALL RESOURCES. 


The resources of the empire in men 


and money must be drained, if necessary, 
in order to turn the scale and vindicate 
the power of Russia. The reorganiza- 
tion amounts to formal notice to the 
world, us the emperor frankly explains 
in his rescript, that lie intends to vastly 
increase the number of troops at the 
theater of war, in order to forca the 
struggle to 11. successful issue in . the 
shortest possible time. 


It is intended to silence definitely all 


talk of foreign intervention by the an- 
nouncement that Russia means to fight 
out the issue with Japan on the field of 
battle. 


WILL SEND 300,000 MORE MEN. 
Probably 300,000 additional men will 


be placed in the field. Five corps, the 
third, fourth, fifth, eighth and sixteenth, 
are already destined for the front, and 
the talk is that five more corps will bo 
sent forward. Eventually the creation 
of this second army involves the selec- 
tion of a commander in chief. 


Not only .is' there no intimation in 


the rescript that Gen. Kuropatkin will 
have command -of both armies, but he is 
distinctly placed upon the same footing 
as Gen. Grippenberg. 


GRAND DUKE AT HEAD. 


In the best informed circles • there ia 


little idea that \7icoroy 
Aleraeff, 
the 


present nominal commander in chief, will 
exercise the actual functions of com- 
mander of the 000,000 or 700,000 men 
that Russia has resolved to put in the 
field. It is the opinion that Grand Duke 
Nicholas Michaelovitch, inspector gener- 
al of cavalry, will attain the high com- 
mand, occupying in the war with Japan 
the position held by his father in the 
war with Turkey. 
MAY FAVOR WINTER CAMPAIGN. 
Grand Duke Nicholas is still a young 


man, not yet 48, with much ol hia fath- 
er's dash, energy, and resolution. There 
is reason, to believe that even with the 
memories of the horrors of the Shipfca 
winter campaign against the Turks, of 
which he was witness as a young captain 
ol cavalry, he would favor a 
winter 


campaign against the Japanese. 


MARKS NEW PHASE OF WAR. 


Russia's recognition of the fact that 


the forces now in the far east -cannot 
successfully prosecute the war against 
the men Japan is able to put in the 
field, the knowledge that the latter pow- 
er is now mobilizing 100,000 more men 
for tho front, and the decision to reor- 
ganize the Russian army upon a gigantic 
scale in order to be able to assume the 
offensive quickly, marks 
a 
distinctly 


new phase of the war. 


• Within three months three corps we 
expected to reach Harbin, swelling the 
total number of Russian soldiers in Man- 
churia to considerably over half a mil- 
lion. 


PRESS SAYS A WISE MOVE. 


1:05 p. m.—The reorganization of Rus- 


sian forces in the fnr east by the ap- 
pointment of General Grippenberg to 
command the second army hns been re- 
ceived with much satisfaction by tho 
press. Even the Novoe Vrcmya which 
•bus-been xirging the promotion of Gen. 
Kuropatkin to the rank of commander 
in cliief, recognizes the impossibility of 
confining tlie vast host now to be as- 
sembled to the commander of the forces 
actually in ' the field. Other papers 


endorse the motives for the for- 


mation of the second army and the evi- 
dent determination to prosecute the war 
with increased vigor. The Svitt, whose 
editor, M. Kamarbff, formerly was a 
colonel in the army and therefore pecul- 
iarly- fitted to appreciate the 
signifi- 


cance of the new departure, says: 


"Hitherto General Kuropa^kin 
has 


been chief of all tie land forces in the 
far.cost.. Although enjoying the fullest 
independence as a matter of fact, he was 
appointed in. the character of the vice- 
roy's assistant. Nevertheless all the re- 
sponsibility was his. Now he will share 
it with General Grippenberg and both 
will bo'under the guidance of a com- 
mander in chief." 


The name of Grand Duke Nicholas 


Michaelovitch, inspector general of cav- 
alry early in the war was on every- 
body's lips as likely to be made com- 
mander in chief and it continues to be 
reported that he will be placed in com- 
mand of the Russian foYccs in the far 
cast, but ho paper here ventures to pub- 
lish the rumor pending' an official an- 
nouncement of liis appointment. 
REFORMS WILL BE MADE

Every Indication That Coming

New Russian Minister of the 


Interior to Inaugurate 


Sweeping Changes. 


, ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 26, 1:' 30 p. 
tn.—Interior Minister Prince 
Sviato- 


j>olk-Mirsky's reception here today up- 
on his arrival' from Vilna, was in the 
nature of on ovation, both at the rail- 
road station and ai^ the ministry of tho. 
interior. A great ileal is expected of 
Mm by the-public and the newspapers. 
While tho liberal expressions contained 
in his interview with the correspondent 
of the Associateu Press at Vilna on Fri- 
day were not published here, his state- 
ments to both the representatives of the 
Russian press and the deputation of 
Jews at Vilna Saturday have served to 
increase the favorable impression creat- 
ed by his appointment. The hope of 
much genuine accomplishment is based 
on the knowledge that the prince comes 
into power enjoying to a peculiar degree 
the confidence of the emperor. Sweep- 
ing changes in the ministry of the inter- 
ior are anticipated. Little of the Von 
Plehve regime is expected to survive. 
The police department,, it .is, understood, 
will be entirely separated from -the in- 
terior, ministry and Count 
Shouvaloffj 


the former prefect of police of Odessa, 
will become chief of the independent de- 
partment. 


.Upon assuming active direction of the 


ministry '-Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky will 
deliver a speech which, while it will not 
be .a definite statement of policy, in the 
American sense, is nevertheless expect- 
ed to indicate the aims of the adminis- 
tration. 


The prince will go shortly to Saratoil 


to pray for strength and guidance at tie 
shrine of St. Seraphim. 


GIVES GROUND FOR HOPE. 


Tlie Noviesti, referring this morning 


to the friendly reception by Prince Svia- 
topolk-Mirsky (formerly governor gen- 
eral of Vilna and now Russian minister 
of the interior) of newspaper represen- 
tatives at Vilna, says: 


"It has been a long time since Russian 


journalists have heard such favorable 
words from such a high source. The 
Russian newspapei'3 have long been 
watching with admiration, not unmixed 
with envy the growth in.power and pres- 
tige of the press in foreign countries, 
where the newspaper plays such an im- 
portant part in moulding not only polit- 
ical, but general opinion. 


"The kind words of Prince Sviatopolk- 


Mirsky will not, of course, immediately 
raise Russian journalism to the 
high 


plane of its foreign contemporaries, 
though it gives ground for brigliter 
hopes. Every one, however, must rc- 
inmber that it is useless to expect any- 
thing in the way or real usefulness on 
the part of the Russian press while it is 
bound by the restriction of tho censor- 
ship. 


The only- condition under which it can 


really rise to greatness and be an effec- 
tive, powerful ally of the government is 
a condition of absolute freedom."

NOW EUNNING OVERTIME 


Probably Easiest Institution in tlie 


City—More Room Sorely Needed 


—Sattley Co. Expect Pros- 


parous Year.' 


While the J. I. Case'T. M. Co. has 


closed its molding shops temporarily and 
the J. I. Case Plow Works is closed while 
new machinery is beiug put in and in- 
ventory taken, other concerns of the city 
are running along on full time, some 
overtime, and the per cent of employes 
is as large as in other years at corres- 
ponding time. 


Today a contract was awarded to Ger- 


hard Wahlen for the construction of a 
large new brick and steel building to be 
erected by the Higgins Spring & Axle 
company, corner of Sixteenth and Blake 
streets. 


In conversation with Mr. Higgins he 


said that the building would be 133x40, 
two stories high, of brick and steel, and 
cost between $3,000 and $10,000. It will 
be used as a store and shipping depart- 
ment. The lower floor will be paved 
with brick and the second floor with ce- 
ment and the structure will be fire proof 
in every particular. 


Tins is all the improvements to be 


made in connection with the factory this 
year, but eventually tlie entire plant 
will be made .of brick 
and steel. At 


present business is brisk in the spring 
trade. One hundred men are employed 
and the usual force is not over one hun- 
dred .and. fifty. The plant will run all 
winter. 


A BUSY FACTORY. ' 


Possibly the busiest 
manufacturing 


institution of the Belle City is the Mitch- 
ell & Lewis company wagon factory. 
They arc running with a full force of 
men, twelve hours per day. The capac- 
ity is SO per cent too small. They are 
without doubt the only wugon factory 
in the United States running overtime, 
taking into consideration it is consider- 
ed the dull season for wagon trade. 
It 


is learned that the company has more 
orders than they can fill. Were the 
trade conditions normal they would sim- 
ply be swamped. Could they have erect- 
ed the new factory building" running 
along Center street and across Eighth 
street the'circumstances would.be dif- 
ferent. They could employ two hundred 
more people, have n plant to compete 
with all opposition and supply the grow- 
ing trade .without trouble. But there 
are people in Racine who do not believe 
in'aiding large concerns and fought the 
giving of Eighth 
street. Perhaps the 


company is sorry the offer to go else- 
where was not accepted. If moif room 
is not possible to secure they will.be 
driven out of town. This hint should 
be sufficient to those who so bitterly 
oppose enlargement of 
manufacturing 


concerns.

CINCINNATI; 0:,' Sept. ,^5—During 


the morning recess today or the public 
school at Pleasant Kidge, about twenty 
miles north of this city, a number of 
children lost their lives. When school 
recessed, there -was a playful rush into 
the outhouse, which gave way-precipitat- 
ing about twenty children into the vault. 
At 11 a. m. there had been four dead 
bodies recovered and it could not bo 
learned how many were etiil buried in 
the vault. 


At 11:30 a. m. nine bodies had been 


recovered. At that hour an estimate of 
those missing placed the number.of thoso 
that had fallen into the vault at 25, and 
it was reported then that there were 
evidently more- dead bodies yet in 'the 
vault. It was, stated that the'-joists un- 
der the flooring gave way and suddenly 
precipitated with, all who were in the 
outhouse at. the time. 


RECENTLY INSPECTED. 


The population of the .village soon 


surrounded the, school grounds and'peo- 
ple were flocking in town from the, sur- 
rounding country. The excitement was 
intensified by complaints of parents 
against school officers who said :thatf ITie 
building and grounds were inspected be- 
fore the opening of school two weeks 
ago. Drs. Schenek, Scnauer and Fabul 
attended such children as wero rescued 
alive. Men went into tho vault and 
carried out tho bodies and the school 
building was transformed into a morgue. 


HALF OF SURVIVORS WILL DIE. 
After nine bodies had been recovered 


and twelve wero rescued alive the vault 
was thoroughly dredged and drenched 
and the rescuers abandoned tho search. 
All of the victims -were .girls, the oldest' 
being 12 years. They were precipitated 
into tho vault that contained over four 
feet of water. Tho nine who were thus 
killed served to fill up the vault so that 
the other twelve were not drowned. Of 
tho twelve- who were rescued, covered 
with the filth of the vault it is reported 
this afternoon that half of them will.die 
on account of internal poisoning. In ad- 
dition to their internal sufferings sever- 
al of those rescued are reported to have

There were twenty-three rescued alive. 


Eight are in a- serious condition.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—A lengthy re- 


port has just been made public of an in- 
vestigation by the local board of steam- 
boat inspectors into the General Slocum 
steamer .disaster, which occurred in the 
cast river last June and cost nearly 1,- 
000 lives. It concludes by announcing, 
upon authority vested in the board by 
the federal statutes, revocation of li- 
censes of officers aboard the Slocum as 
follows: William 
H. Schack, master 


and pilot; Edward Van Wart, pilot, and 
Benjamin 
F. Conklin, chief 
engineer. 


Briefly summarized the principal points 
of the board's report are: That the fire 
was discovered at the upper end of the 
Sunken Meadows, and that North Broth- 
er Island was the nearest available point 
to beach the steamship. 


"That the life preserving appliances in 


the vessel were adequate, but that had 
the Slocum been supplied with double 
the number not another life would have 
been saved because of the ignorance and 
incompetence of the crew. 


"That there was an absolute laelc-of 


discipline on the part of the crdw be- 
cause of the negligence of the roaster and 
of the pilot. 


"That fire drills had been neglected, 


and that had the crew been trained as 
the law requires such a disaster would 
have been almost inconceivable. 


"That one of the crew in his 'ignor- 


ance, added to the incipient flames by 
throwing thereon an empty bag which 
had contained charcoal. 
! "That the chief engineer was grossly

"I will consult Mr. Quarks on his return 
to the city, and if his views as to tho 
libelous nature of the publication agree 
with mine, I will at once begin an action 
against the paper.

Whether there is any common law 


which can be applied and enforced by 
the federal courts cannot be determin- 
ed by the president or by a candidate 
for the presidency.

The persistent refusal of the Repub- 


lican majority in tbe federal senate to 
ratify the reciprocity treaties nego- 
tiated in pursuance of the policy ad- 
vocated alike by Mr. Elaine and .Mr. 
McKinley, and expressly sanctioned in 
the Dingley act Itself, Is a discourag- 
ing exhibition of bad faith.- As already 
mentioned by roe, the exorbitant duty 
imposed on.many an Imported article 
by the Dingley tariff was avowedly In- 
tended by Its'author not to be perma- 
nent but to serve temporarily as a 
maximum, from which the federal gov- 
ernment was empowered to offer a re- 
duction in return for an equivalent 
concession on the part of a foreign 
country.

A number of reciprocity 


agreements were negotiated, which, if 
ratified, would have had the twofold 
result of cheapening many Imported 
products for American consumers nnd 
of opening and enlarging foreign mar- 
kets to. American producers. Not one 
of those agreements has met with the 
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ambition, may prove a will-o'-the-wisp, 
leading us into difficulties from which 
It may be Impossible to extricate our- 
selves without lasting, injury to our 
national character and Institutions? 
Tho Tariff nnd Trusta. 


Tariff reform is one of the cardinal 


principles of the Democratic faith, and 
the necessity for It was never greater 
than at the present time. It should be 
undertaken at once in the interest of 
all our people. 


The Dlngley tariff is excessive In 


many of its ratea and, as to them at 
'least, unjustly and oppressively bur- 
dens the people. It secures to domes- 
tic manufacturers, singly or In combi- 
nation, the privilege of exacting ex- 
cessive prices at hoine and prices far 
"•Dove the level of sales made regular- 
ly by them abroad with profit, thus 
'giving a bounty to 'foreigners at the 
expense of our own people. It levies 
oppressive' and unjust taxes upon 
many articles forming to whole or part 
the so cnjled raw material of many 
of our manufactured products, not on- 


' ly burdening the consumer, but also 


closing to tho manufacturer the mar- 
kets he needs and seeks abroad. Its 
unluet taxation burdens the people 
generally, forcing, them to pay excess- 
ive prices for food,-fuel, clothing and 
other necessaries of life. -It levies du- 
tios on many articles not normally im- 
ported ln any considerable amount 
which are made extensively at home, 
for which the most'extreme protec- 
tionist would hardly justify protective 
taxes and which In large amounts are 
taxes, ana g^ ^^ Uuv(j ^ an(J 
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constitution to the Judiciary and not 
to the executive. The supreme court 
of the United States has recently con- 
sidered thin question, and, In the case 
of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany versus the Call Publishing com- 
panv to be found In the one hundred 
and' eighty-first volume of the United 
States supreme court reports, at page 
0-> It decided that common law prin- 
ciples could be applied- by United 
States courts in cases involving Inter- 
state commerce in the absence of Unit- 
ed States statutes specifically cover- 
Ing the case. Such is the law of the 
land. 
Reciprocity. 


In my 'address to tlie notification 


committee I said that tariff reform 'is 
demanded by the best interests of 
both 'manufacturer and consumer 
With equal trutb It can b« said that 
the benefits of reciprocal trade trea- 
ties would enure to both. That the 
consumer would be helped is unques- 
tionable. That the manufacturer would 
receive great benefit by extending -his 
markets'abroad hardly needs demon- 
stration. His productive capacity has 
outgrown the home market. The very 
term "home market" has changed in 
its significance. Once, from the manu- 
facturers' point of view, it meant ex-

approval of the Republican masters of 
the senate.

•national good faith. ..They appreciate 
That"ttie 'principles arid healthy convic- 
tions which to their working out have 
made us free and great stand firmly 
against the argument or suggestion 
that we shall .be blind to the nature 
of the means employed to promote our 
welfare. They hold that adherence to 
principle, whether it works for our 
good or 111, will have a more benefi-

As the expenditures of the last 
fiscal year amounted to the enormous 
total ot 3582,000,000, It Is evident that a 
thorough Investigation of the public s«rv- 
ice and tlie immediate abandonment of 
useless and extravagant expenditures arc 
more necessary now than they were th«n. 
This astounding Increase Is out of a.I 
proportion to t£o Increase ot our popula- 
tion and finds" ho excuse from whatever 
asjject wo view the situation, Th* ra- 
tional Democratic platform declares that 
"large reductions. can easily be maae m 
the annual expenditures of the govern- 
ment without Impairing the efficiency ot 
any branch ot the public servlco." Can 
there bo any doubt of • the accuracy ot 
this statement? 
Between the expendi- 


ture? of the year 1880, amounting to J242.- 
000000, and those of tho last fiscal year- 
th« seventh after Grover Cleveland ceas- 
ed to be presldcnt-agsresratlng 1582,000,000, 
there is a difference BO great as to excite 
alarm In the breasts of all thoughtful 
men.

In the city of Smyrna there ar« 


factories that make thread yard, cal- 
ico prints for head wear, boxes etc.., 
there are flour mills, machine-shops, 
carriage and cart factories and a 
cigarette factory. None of the manu- 
tortured articles, with the exception 
of carpets, Is exported.
